"Tliere will be a major crisis if our libraries dcui t 

receive sufficient funds to stay open.” Hahn stressed. 

"If the proper funds aren’t allocated, the c-ounty will 
be forivd to lay off 1,000 library employees and would 
have only 100 employees left just to keep the libraries 
open one day a week for four hours. 

There are 93 county libraries, throe of which have 
closed since the i>a.ssage of Proixjsition 13. The libraries 
have lo.st 542 employees and presently has a total of 1,14( 

full and part-time workers. 

"The U gisla ure must act with urgency to .save our 
libraries. It would Ik; a sihame to clo.se the largest library 
system in America. Schools won’t be able to get mater¬ 
ials an.'i public education would suffer,” Hahn said. 

Tthe library iiys.em, entirely deiiendent on property tax 
income, was left almost without funds by the pa.s.sage of 
Proix)si’tion 13 and the legislature thus far has failed to 
proviefe bailout money, although bilLs are pending in Sac- 
ranwnto to fund such special districts.
